Palls Off Neat Game 
of Forgery 


H. W Van Zandt. v ho established 
the Paradise American some months 
ago, and recently 
established the 
Boyd Call, is being sought by the 
officers of Wise county and the bank­ 
ers’ a s s o c ia te i 
of tie state. 
Van 
Zandt has ^tilled off one of the 
smoothest jobs of forgery coming un­ 
der the eyes of 
local officers 
for 
many years. 
Being a slick talking 
fellow, well behaved and polished in 
his 
manners he soon 
gained 
the 
confidence of people in Paradise and 
Boyd. He was attentive to his busi­ 
ness and took some interest in church 
affairs. His business seemed to be 
good, and everything was 
moving 
along nicely, when Van Zandt launch 
ed his job/ He secured a neat sum 
from the Boyd bank and left for parts 
unknown and the last heard of the 
fellow he was writing checks in Kan­ 
sas City against an account he has 
never had in the Boyd 
institution. 
In all Van Zandt has beaten the mer­ 
chants and bankers of Paradise and 
Boyd o u lo f about $1,000. W hen he 
left Boyd he told Mr. Koonce of the 
bank that he was going away to get 
married; that was about ten days 
ago, and up to this writing the man 
has not returned with his bride, and 
the chances are that when he returns 
it will be to take up his board in the 
county jail, pending trial for forgery. 
When the bank officials 
became 
aware that they had been duped the 
sheriff’s department was called 
in 
and the sheriff, Sam Faith took up 
the wprk of trying 
to 
locate 
\ an 
Zandt. Cards, giving a description 
of the fellow has be$n sent all over 
the country, but up to the present no 
returns have been received. Leaving 
Boyd. Van Zandt went to Oklahoma 
City, where he checked against the 
Boyd bank, and nothing more 
was 
heard of him until a few days ago 
another check turned up from Kan­ 
sas City. 
A diligent effort is being made to 
capture the man, as it is believed 
he is one of the biggest 
grafters 
in the country. 
It is understood 
here that a 
photograph 
of Van 
Zandt has been received at Paradise 
from officers in a town in California 
and he is 
wanted 
there for 
some 
crime.

Free Tariff List. 


W ashington, April 12.—Chairman 
Underwood of the ways and means 
committee of the house today 
intro­ 
duced his bill to put on the free list 
about IOO articles which are 
now- 
dutiable. The list is of special bene* 
fit to farmers and includes meats of 
nearly all 
kinds, 
lumber, leather 
goods, etc. 
Mr. Underwood also introduced his 
bill providing for reciprocity be­ 
tween Canada and the United States. 
The bill is practically the same 
as 
that introduced by Mr. McCall in the 
last session and reintroduced on the 
opening day of the present session. 
These bills are two of the 
tariff 
measures which 
t h e 
Democratic 
house expects to pass in advance of 
any general legislation. 
The reci­ 
procity 
bill follows 
the identical 


lines cf the McCall bill passed last 
session, except for the clause author­ 
izing the p resid en t to continue nego­ 
tiations for reciprocity with Cana­ 
dian article* not covered 
by the 
pending agreeme vt. 
The free list bill is designed to pla­ 
cate farmers for agricultural 
losses 
whic » they will sum ai i under the Ca­ 
nadian agreement, but it contains al­ 
so some foodstuffs and boots and 
shoes. The Ijyst is as follow*: 
Plows, harrows, headers, harvest­ 
ers, reapers, agricultural drills and 
planters, mowers, horse-rakas, culti­ 
vators, threshing u acid aes, cotton 
gins, farm carts ard all other ag­ 
ricultural implements, including re­ 
pair paffts, 
Bagging for cotton, gunny 
cloth 
and fabrics suitable for baling cot­ 
ton; burlaps and bag* for sacking 
agricultural produce, hoop or band 
iron or steal for baling cotton, wire 
for baling hay, straw for other agri­ 
cultural products. 
Grain, leather, buff, split rough or 
sole leather, boots and shoes, h ar­ 
ness, saddles and 
saddlery a n d 
leather for manufactured articles. 
Barbed fence wire, wire strands or 
wire rope, wire woven or manufacture 
ed for wire fencing. 
Beef, veal, muttons, lamb, pork 
and meats of all kinds, fresh salted, 
pickled, dried, smoked, dressed or 
undressed, prepared or preserved in 
any manner; bacon, hams, shoulders, 
lard,.lard compounds and lard sub­ 
stitutes and sausage. 
Buckwheat flour, corn meal, wheat 
and rye flour, bran, middlings and 
other offals of grain, oatmeal, and 
rolled oats and all prepared cereal 
foods, biscuits, bread, wafers and 
similar, articles not sweetened. 
Timber hewn, sided or squared, 
round timber used for spars or in 
buildings wharves, 
shingles, laths, 
fencing posts, sawed boards, planks 
deals and other lumber, rough or 
dressed, except ebony, mahogany, 
rose wood and all other cabinet woods 
Sewing machines and salt complete 
the free list.

Unanswerable Argument is

The daily newspapers of our state 
are, as usual in every contest where 
the existence of the saloon is threa­ 
tened championing the whiskey cause. 
Of course this is not done for reven­

ed pits. 
It depends for its 
concentration of heat. A 
ae wood, hark, etc., Is first 
way round tin* stump and 
it as possible, aud this is 
then covered to a depth of about six 
Inches vffth earth, leaving a small 
opening in the direction from which 
the whit! is blowing. 
Tho wood is 
then lighted at this point ami left for 
about half an hour, until the lire Is 
(well started, when this hole Is then 
covered up like the rest. 
As the fire 
burns back into the stump the blanket 
of earth must be kept right up to the 
stump so that the fire never has an 
opportunity to break out. Tho top of 
the stump doesn’t burn, but is simply 
cut off cleanly at a point about level 
with the top of the earthen blanket, 
^ e n the top lins been cut off by the 
rn am} rolls off the whole crown of 
Ale stump should be covered with 
%arth and can then be left without 
much further attention until the roots 
have been burned out. This Is some­ 
times done to a depth of fifteen feet or 
more. 
The length of time required to de­ 
stroy the stump depends on what kind 
of wood It is and whether green, dry 
o/r rotten. The most stubborn stumps 
will disappear in two weeks at the 
most, while many are done away with 
in three or four days. The record of 
Professor Sparks* experiment shows 
an average cost of between 40 and 50 
cents a stump. 
In some of these he 
has used fuel oil and coal tar. 
The experiments which have so far 
been successful have been with clay 
SOIL This, baked and hardened by the 
fire, conserves the highest degree of 
heat. Sandy or stony soil sifts in and 
puts out the fire or permits it to 
spread. Professor Sparks is now work­ 
ing out certain theories by which he 
expects to perfect a similar method 
adapted to other soils than clay.

den, and with donkeys they form the 
only means of carrying goods to in­ 
land points. 
For a common burden 
camel $30 is a fair price, though the 
trotters, or swift messenger camels, 
are worth more. A young camel can 
sometimes be had about Bagdad for 
as little as $3 or $4. 
Besides its use for riding and carry­ 
ing purposes, the Mesopotamian Arabs 
depend on the camel for milk. Shoes 
are made from its tough, calloused 
hide, and in times of famine its brit­ 
tle, strong tasting flesh is eaten. Con­ 
densed milk, made by boiling fresh 
camel milk until evaporation leaves 
only a hard, chalky substance, is 
prized among the desert nomads. By 
rubbing this substance between the 
hands it reduces to powder, and when 
mixed with warm water it makes a 
refreshing 
drink, 
highly 
esteemed 
among the desert folk. “Mereesy,” as 
it is called, will keep in good condition 
for two years. When made from but­ 
termilk it tastes sour and Is prized 
among Arabs who have eaten much 
of sweet dates. 
Fresh, warm camel 
milk is also the food of many valua­ 
ble horses owned by desert sheiks. 
Camel calves are weaned in their 
eleventh or twelfth month. 
When a 
camel caravan is on the march the 
very young camels are often tied upon 
the backs of the mother animal, since 
they cannot endure the fatigue of a 
long march. Valuable dogs and Arab 
desert hounds, called “slugeys,” also 
ride in the same way.—Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herahl.

Ii oceans most frequent­ 
ly in weak. sensitive women, but may 
occur also to men as well. 
It usually 
occurs in crowds or in crowded halls, 
^ th e a te rs and churches, where the at­ 
mosphere is close and the air foul. 
Fainting usually lasts only a few 
minutes, and the person recovers im 
mediately when taken out into the 
fresh air. but there are cases In which 
it lasts much longer, sometimes for an 
hour or more. 
The first aid treatm ent 
o<| fainting is usually very simple. 
Take the person out into the fresh 
air and fey him flat on the back, with 
the head lower than the feet. 
This can be done by grasping the 
feet and holding the body ko th at the 
bead hangs down, or take an ordinary 
straight back chair, turn it over so 
that the bac^form s an angle with the 
floor and place the person on the back 
cf the chair with the head hanging 
down. 
This position with the head 
hanging down favors the flow of the 
blood back to the brain. 
All tight clothing about the neck and 
w aist should be loosened. 
Smelling 
salts or aromatic spirits of ammonia 
applied to the nostrils and cold water 
sprinkled on the face, chest and bands 
help to restore consciousness.—Nation­ 
al Magazine. 


THE SILVER DOLLAR. 


Many Changes In Its Design Since it 
Was First Issued. 
The silver dollar has undergone a 
great many changes since it was put 
in circulation in 1794. 
On the face of 
the first dollar there was stam ped the 
head of a young woman turned to the 
right and w ith hair flowing, as if she 
was in a gale of wind. 
But in 179fi 
congress came to her relief and ordered 
her hair to be tied up w ith a bit of 
ribbon. 
The fifteen stare which ap­ 
peared on the first dollar wrere after 
this reduced to the original thirteen in 
recognition of the number of states. 
In 1830 the design was again chang­ 
ed, and the dollar bore the figure of a 
woman dressed in a flowing garment. 
The designer forgot, however, to put 
in the thirteen stare, and the coin was 
soon called in. the new design having 
the woman surrounded by stars. 
Her 
air was defiant and stiff looking, and 
in 1838 dollars were issued which were 
more artistic in treatm ent 
The first 
dollars bearing the motto, "In God We 
Trust," were coined in April, 1$G4. and 
In 1873 the era of the trade dollar be­ 
gan, lasting Just five years. 
The Liberty dollar made its appear­ 
ance in 1878. Miss Anna W. Williams, 
u public school teacher of Philadel­ 
phia, sat for the portrait.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

There are many who advocate the 
non-use of the queen excluding honey 
board, but some authorities strongly 
advise its use in connection with the 
production of extracted honey.

ficiently wide and high so that one can 
work comfortably back of the row of 
hives.
